SCENES WERE BRILLIANT 


His Holiness Stood the Ordeal 


Well and Said Day Was 


Happiest of His Life 


Rome, Feb. 20.—"It seems impos- 


•ible that it is twenty-five years 
since I have been there," was Pope 
Leo's exclamation as he looked from 
a window of his apartments this 
morning into the sunlit piazza of St. 
Peter's, This was the pontiff's only 
reference to his* long term of self- 
imposed imprisonment in the Vati- 
can during which he has never gone 
beyond the palace grounds and St. 
Peter's, which is considered to be 
part of the Vatican. "What a glori- 
ous morning for the jubilee of my 
pontificate," the pope added 'as he 
proceeded with evident pleasure to 
peruse the almost innumerable tele- 
grams, letters and addresses of con- 
.gratulatlon which have reached the 


: ratlean from all parts of the world. 


The hall 
of beatification, above 


the portico of St. Peter's, where the 
pontiff held his jubilee reception, 
presented a brilliant scene. It was 
beautifully hung with antique bro- 
cades »•"" ^illuminated by thousands 
of elecV ib lights and wax candles. 
The boxes lining the long, narrow 
hall were filled to their capacity with 
members of the Roman aristocracy, 
diplomats,. women with black veils, 
men In evening dress and monks and 
sisters in'", varying, .garb. . Here and 


,, there groups of papal guards in 


bright.uniforms lent color to the 
whole. Notable among the diplomats 
was-Count: Almodovar, head of the 
ipedai mission sent to represent the 


jubilee.' 


the guards seemed really necessary 
for his protection. 


In a procession, 
surrounded by 


such a brilliant escort of prelates, 
aristocracy and guards, Pope Leo al- 
ways appears at Ms best. His feeble- 
ness and bent form are hidden and 
the public sees only the venerable 
patriarch, with cameo-like features 
and kindly smile. 


LEO'S FAMILY THERE. 


When the pope advanced to the 


throne, the Pecci family (that of the 
pontiff) stood on its right and Count 
Almodovar on the left. 


Cardinal 
Ferrari, in behalf of a 


pilgrimage from Lombardy, present- 
ed an address of felicitation to the 
pope, who thanked the pilgrims and 
gave them his benediction. 


Subsequently 
the presentation oi 


gifts occurred, including the gold 
tiara, the public gift of the Catholic 
world, which cost $25,000; the gold 
medal and the symbolic keys. 


After bestowing.the apostolic bless- 


ing the pope returned to his apart- 
ments amidst the enthusiastic plaud- 
its of the multitude.

Will Probably Exceed Half a 


Score-The Hotel Was 


a Fire Trap, 


Cedar Rapids, Iowa, Feb. 20.—Ten 


lives, according to the best informa- 
tion obtainable under 
difficulties, 


were lost'in a fire which this morn- 
ing destroyed the Clifton hotel in 
this city. 


The fire started at 2:30 o'clock and 


at 10 o'clock the smouldering debris 
furnished so fierce a heat that search 
for bodies was impossible. The list 
of dead may prove larger than the 
number given, but it is hoped that 
the information which accounts for 
all but this number is correct. 


Two persons were fatally injured 


and two scores or more injured more 
or less severely, mostly by jumping 
from windows. 


BODIES RECOVERED. 


The bodies of W. C. Howry and an 


unknown woman were taken from 
the ruins shortly after 11 o'clock. 
The bodies were frightfully charred. 


Three more bodies were removed 


from the 
ruins shortly before 2 


o'clock. 
Their condition was such 


A rush was made for the stairways. 
It was then that the crowd already 
collected in the street heard heart- 
rending cries of anguish and desper- 
ation, for the fire, feeding ravenous- 
ly on the tinder-like material of the 
lower floor, had completely cut off 
escape. 


STAMPEDE FOR WINDOWS. 
There followed a stampede for the 


windows, the only meant of exit left. 
The street below was filled with a 
crowd scarcely .lew frantic than the 
despairing one* in the fast burning 
building. It WM like a Dore picture 
of inferno sprung to life, said one 
spectator in describing the scene. 
"The flames, looking blood-red from 
reflection against the snow, lit up 
the pale, drawn face* of the people in 
the windows with the glow that was 
unearthly." 


The victims were literally driven 


by the flames to Jump. Nearly 
every one of them lingered to the 
last moment, urged by the people 
below to wait a* long as possible in

and will no doubt succeed on final 
passage. 
As amended it applies to 


fourteen 
counties containing that 


number of the largest cities in the 
state. 
While we believe the law 


should become general, test of the 
merits of machine voting on such a 
scale as the senate bill contemplates 
can hardly have any other effect than 
to so popularize the method that the 
next legislature will be forced to ex- 
tend the operation of the law to all 
counties. The prospect is good that 
the house will accept the senate 
amendments and the bill become a 
law. The one great objection to the 
measure has been that it will involve 
great 
expense. 
But that will be 


gradually overcome by the economies 
the law will accomplish. The saving 
in cost of elections will in a few'years 
equal the cost of machines and after 
that the saving will be direct profit 
to the tax payers of the state. A 
score of practical reasons urge the 
passage of the law and every pro- 
gressive sentiment urges it.

along as it now is.
